This  issue  of  the  Bulletin  is  dated  July,  1908,  though  it  goes 
to  press  in  September.  The  long  delay  has  been  caused  by  the 
vast  amount  of  work  accumulated  in  the  office  during  vacation. 
We  hope  to  have  the  October  number  to  come  out  during  that 
month. 

The  resignation  of  some  members  of  the  faculty  near  the 
close  of  the  session  1907-08  and  of  others  during  the  summer 
made  it  impossible  to  fill  all  vacancies  promptly.

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Industrial   Education 


Industrial  or  technical  education  is  now  claiming  the  attention 
of  the  people  throughout  the  United  States.  Societies  for  pro- 
moting this  cause  are  being  formed  in  every  State,  and  in  a  few 
years  we  shall  find  industrial  studies  incorporated  in  the  curri- 
culum of  every,  public  school.  The  Alabama  Girls'  Industrial 
School  was  established  and  is  being  maintained  for  the  express 
purpose  of  giving  technical  training  to  the  young  women  of  the 
State.  The  credit  for  establishing  the  school  is  due  the  Hon. 
Sol.  D.  Block,  of  Camden,  who  introduced  the  bill  in  the  Senate 
in  1893,  and  the  act  was  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  that 
year.  From  the  opening  in  1896  it  has  been  overflowing  each 
year  with  girls  eager  to  receive  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts  and 
sciences.  Our  people  are  realizing  more  and  more  that  the  true 
education  of  the  youth  is  that  which  prepares  them  for  the  prac- 
tical duties  of  life.  The  head,  hand  and  heart  must  be  trained 
together. 

THE  ALABAMA  GIRLS'  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 
ITS  PURPOSES. 

The  object  of  the  State  in  establishing  and  supporting  this 
school  was  to  give  therein  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts  and 
sciences — and  the  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  prepare  the  young 
women  of  Alabama — 

1.  To  be  self-supporting  through  proficiency  in  one  or  more 
of  those  industrial  or  fine  arts  open  to  women. 

2.  To  do  effective  work  as  professional  teachers. 

3.  To  be  skillful  in  those  domestic  arts  that  are  fundamental 
in  all  true  housekeeping  and  home-making. 

4.  To  exert  an  uplifting  and  refining  influence  in  the  home 
and  society  by  means  of  the  cultured  intellect  and  skillful  hand 
attained  by  the  systematic  training  in  the  liberal  arts  and 
sciences. 

COURSES  OE  STUDY. 

To  accomplish  the  above  mentioned  purposes  courses  of 
study  have  been  adopted  which  cover  a  period  of  four  years. 
The  academic  and  technical  subjects  are  so  carefully  graded 
and  interwoven  that  it  is  believed  the  best  pedegogical  as  well 
as  practical  results  will  be  obtained.  For  a  copy  of  these 
courses  of  study  write  to  the  President  for  the  April  catalog. 
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All  pupils  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  eighteen  are  re- 
quired (unless  for  very  special  reasons)  to  take  one  of  the  reg- 
ular courses  of  study.  All  other  students  are  advised  to  do  so, 
because  it  is  believed  that  most  of  them  would  accomplish  more 
by  taking  the  courses  as  outlined.  However,  there  are  many 
young  women  who  feel  that  they  cannot  take  the  time  to  prose- 
cute all  the  work  of  the  regular  course  and  wish  to  specialize 
on  one  or  more  technical  subjects.  For  the  benefit  of  such 
young  women   special  courses   are   formed. 

UNCLASSIFIED   STUDENTS. 

Mature  young  women  above  the  age  of  eighteen  who  wish  to 
specialize  in  some  industrial  or  technical  subject  will  be  permitted 
to  do  so,  and  will  be  required  to  take  such  academic  work  as 
will  be  helpful  in  prosecuting  the  industrial  study.  If  such 
students  are  not  fully  prepared  to  enter  the  Freshman  Class 
special  classes  will  be  formed  in  English  and  Arithmetic  for 
them.  This  arrangement  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
young  women  to  equip  themselves  for  some  useful  and  lucrative 
occupation.  The  Departments  of  Telegraphy,  Stenography,  Mil- 
linery, Dressmaking,  Cooking,  Bookkeeping,  Music  and  Art  offer 
very  inviting  fields  to  the  well  trained  young  women  of  today. 
Many  of  these  subjects  are  being  introduced  with  the  courses 
of  study  in  the  public  schools,  and  teachers  for  them  are  in  great 
demand.  Every  young  woman  in  our  State  should  endeavor  to 
take  advantage  of  the  excellent  courses  of  study  that  we  are 
now  offering  in  these  departments. 

Department  Changes 

PSYCHOLOGY   AND   EDUCATION. 
Miss  Myrtle  Brooke;,  Professor. 

Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Haley,  who  has  been  connected  with  this 
department  since  the  beginning  of  the  school,  was  married  on 
August  4th  to  Professor  James  Alexander  Moore.  The  resig- 
nation of  Miss  Haley  as  a  teacher  was  a  great  loss  to  the  faculty, 
but  the  friends  of  the  schools  are  delighted  to  have  her  here 
as  Mrs.  Moore,  the  wife  of  the  chairman  of  the  faculty. 

In  Miss  Brooke  we  feel  that  we  have  a  worthy  successor  to 
Miss  Haley.  Miss  Brooke  is  an  A.  B.  graduate  of  Peabody  Nor- 
mal College,  was  a  graduate  student  one  year  each  at  Peabody 
Normal,  University  of  Tennessee,  and  University  of  Chicago. 
She  has  had  several  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  in 
Georgia  and  Louisiana,  and  will  no  doubt  maintain  the  high  stan- 
dard of  this  department  for  training  teachers. 
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HISTORY. 
Miss  Alma  C.  Tompkins,  Instructor. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Miss  Annie 
Kennedy  asked  for  and  was  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence. 
Miss  Kennedy  has  the  distinction  of  having  been  the  first  teacher 
elected  for  the  Alabama  Girls  Industrial  School.  She  has  been 
with  the  institution  continuously  since  the  opening.  She  has 
labored  zealously  and  faithfully  for  the  school  during  these 
twelve  years  and  well  deserved  a  year  of  rest.  She  will  spend 
this  time  at  the  University  of  Chicago  taking  advanced  work 
in  her  department. 

Miss  Alma  C;  Tompkins,  a  native  of  Bullock  County,  Ala., 
and  a  distinguished  graduate  of  the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute, will  succeed  Miss  Kennedy  during  the  session  of  1908-09. 
Miss  Tompkins  was  a  graduate  student  at  Columbia  University, 
New  York,  in  1906,  and  since  then  has  been  teaching  History 
at  the  Virginia  Institute. 

MATHEMATICS. 
Miss  Mary  Goode  Stallworth,  Professor. 
Miss  Ruby  Lawhon,  Assistant. 
During  the  month  of  July,  Miss  Sarah  Callen,  who  has  been 
the  distinguished  head  of  this  department  for  several  years,  ten- 
dered   her    resignation,    to    accept    a    position    with    the    "Allen 
School"    in    Birmingham.     Miss    Mary    Goode    Stallworth,    who 
had  formerly  been  connected  with  this  department,  both  as  as- 
sistant and  principal,  was  recalled  to  succeed  Miss  Callen.    While 
former   students   regret  the   loss   of    Miss   Callen,   yet   they   are 
pleased  to  know  that  Miss  Stallworth  has  returned.     Miss  Law- 
hon  will  continue  in  the  position  which  she  has  filled  so  accept- 
ably during  the  past  two  years.

Miss  Julia  Poynor,  an  A.  B.  graduate  of  the  University  of  Ala- 
bama, was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Miss  Poynor  comes  highly 
recommended  by  every  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  university. 
She  is  a  native  of  Greene  County  and  has  had  several  years  of 
successful   experience  in  teaching. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 
Miss  Rebecca  Funk,  Director. 
Miss  Beulah   Putnam,   Assistant. 
Physical  training  is  being  recognized  at  last  as  one  of  the 
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most  important  factors  in  any  educational  system.  The  A.  G. 
I.  S.  will  attempt  to  make  a  distinct  advance  in  this  line  of  work 
during  1908-09.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  course  of  exercises 
given  in  many  schools  and  colleges,  a  normal  course  will  be 
added  for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers  for  this  work.  There 
are  probably  but  one  or  two  institutions  in  the  South  offering 
such  courses  to  women.  Miss  Rebecca  Funk  will  continue  as 
Director  and  will  be  assisted  by  Miss  Beulah  Putman,  who  comes 
most  highly  recommended  for  her  thorough  training  and  suc- 
cessful experience  in  teaching. 

MUSIC,  PIANO. 
Miss  Laura  DalB,  Director. 
Miss  Boardman,  Miss  Kyle,  Miss  McCary,  Assistants. 
At  the  close  of  last  session  Miss  Bush,  on  account  of  illness 
in  her  family,  resigned  as  Director  to  retire  for  a  while  from 
teaching,  much  to  the  regret  of  her  many  friends.     Miss  Dale, 
of  Wilcox  County,  who  was   formerly  connected  with  this  de- 
partment, was  elected  Director.     Miss   Dale  has   spent  the  last 
four  years  in  New  York  studying  under  the  greatest  musicians 
in  this  country.     She  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  ablest  pianists 
and  her  return  to  the  A.  G.  I.  S.  has  created  much  enthusiasm 
among   the    friends    of    the    school,    and    especially    among    the 
former  students  who  studied  under  her.     She  will  be  ably  as- 
sisted by  the  same  instructors  who  were  here  last  session. 

VIOLIN. 
Miss  Lida  Ingk  Hatch,  Instructor. 
Miss  Carr  resigned  at  the  close  of  last  session  to  prosecute 
her  studies.  She  was  perhaps  one  of  the  most  successful  teach- 
ers ever  connected  with  the  school,  but  preferred  to  withdraw 
from  teaching  to  engage  in  advance  studies  for  some  years.  Her 
successor  is  Miss  Hatch,  who  is  a  native  of  Hale  County.  Miss 
Hatch  has  spent  several  years  in  Chicago  studying  under  the 
leading  violinists  of  the  world  and  has  also  taken  a  very  prom- 
inent part  as  a  concert  player.  She  is  very  highly  recommended 
by  some  of  the  greatest  musical  critics. 

VOICE. 

Miss  Mamie  R.  McLemore,   Instructor. 

Miss  Moore  asked  and  received  from  the  Board  of  Trustees 
a  year's  leave  of  absence  to  prosecute  her  studies  next  year  in 
Europe.  She  has  already  sailed  and  will  spend  the  winter  in 
Germany. 

Miss  Mamie  R.  McLemore,  of  Montgomery,  will  fill  the 
vacancy  during  this  year.  Miss  McLemore  was  a  student  in 
the  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Cincinnati  and  other  cities.     She 
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is  highly  recommended  for  her  successful  work  in  voice  culture 
in   Alabama,    Lcruisiana   and    Tennessee. 

READING  AND  ORATORY. 

Miss  Ruby  Halbert,  Instructor. 

Reading  and  Oratory  has  been  made  a  part  of  the  school  of 
English.  Miss  Maude  Hayes,  who  was  the  able  Director  of 
this  department,  resigned  at  the  last  commencement  and  is  now 
at  the  head  of  the  Oratory  Department  at  Winthrop  College, 
Rock  Hill,  S.  C.  Miss  Ruby  Halbert,  a  graduate  and  former 
teacher  of  Baylor  College,  was  elected  Instructor.  Miss  Hal- 
bert has  been  a  graduate  student  of  the  University  of  Chicago 
during  the  past  year. 

TELEGRAPHY. 
Mrs.  Annie  R.  Abel,  Instructor. 

Mrs.  Hudson,  who  so  ably  filled  this  position  for  several 
years,  was  married  in  July  to  Mr.  Bellamy,  of  Montgomery,  and 
thus  caused  another  vacancy  in  our  faculty.  Mrs.  Abel,  who 
succeeds  Mrs.  Hudson,  has  had  much  experience,  both  as  a  suc- 
cessful operator  and  teacher.  There  is  a  great  demand  for  op- 
erators '  now  on  account  of  recent  legislation.  Young  wo- 
men wishing  employment  in  this  line  of  work  would  find  it 
greatly  to  their  advantage  to  take  a  course  under  Mrs.  Abel. 

DOMESTIC  ART. 
Miss   Merle   Stephens,   Director. 
Miss  Lucile  W.  Brown 
Miss  Alice  Bolton 
Miss  Mary  E.  MacMillan,  Assistants. 

During  last  session  the  Departments  of  Millinery,  Dressmak- 
ing and  Sewing  were  organized  under  one  department — -Domestic 
Art.  Miss  Merle  Stephens  continues  as  Director.  The  heads 
of  the  Departments  of  Millinery  and  Dressmaking,  Misses  Con- 
nolly and  Burke  resigned  to  engage  in  other  employment.  Miss 
Tice  was  married  in  June  to  Mr.  Pickens  of  Birmingham.  Miss 
"Leo  Sanders  was  transferred  to  the  position  of  Manager  of 
the  supply  room,  a  new  but  very  important  feature  for  the  future 
of  the  school.  Able  successors  to  these  teachers  have  been  se- 
cured in  Misses  Brown,  Bolton  and  MacMillan.  They  have 
received  the  highest  and  best  training  in  the  leading  technical 
schools  in  the  country  and  have  had  much  practical  experience.

It  would  be  very  helpful  to  every  young 
woman  in  any  walk  of  life  to  take  this  course  of  study. 
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Y.  W.  C.  A. 
Aliss  Pearl  McCrory,  General  Secretary. 
Miss  Mary  DeBardeleben  has  long  felt  that  she  was  called 
to  the  foreign  field.  For  this  reason  she  has  resigned  the  po- 
sition of  General  Secretary  and  has  entered  the  Foreign  Mission 
Training  School  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  at 
Vanderbilt  University.  She  is  succeeded  by  Miss  Pearl  Mc- 
Crory, an  active  Y.  W.  C.  A.  worker.  A  large  room  has  been 
set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  Bible  Study  Department. 

INFIRMARY. 

The  school  has  purchased  the  residence  of  Mrs.  S.  E.  Nabors, 
near  the  campus.  This  building  will  be  fitted  up  for  the  Infirm- 
ary during  the  present  session.  This  will  be  an  excellent  place 
for  caring  for  the  sick.  The  Infirmary  will  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  School  Physician,  Dr.  D.  L.  Wilkinson  and  two 
trained    nurses.    Misses    Kittell    and    Mellown. 

THE   NEW   BUILDINGS. 

On  another  page  we  present  a  picture  of  the  Dormitory  as 
it  was  two  years  ago  and  a  cut  made  from  the  architect's  draw- 
ing, which  is  approximately  as  the  l)uilding  is  today.  The  west 
wing  of  this  old  building  has  been  extended  more  than  fifty 
feet  to  the  front  and  to  the  rear.  The  rooms  have  all  been  re- 
modeled and  made  far  more  comfortable  and  hygienic  in  every 
way.  Large  bath  and  toilet  rooms  are  on  every  floor,  and  hot 
and  cold  water  come  under  pressure  to  every  bed  room. 

An  east  wing — the  counterpart  of  the  west  wing — has  been 
added.  The  new  additions  have  more  than  doubled  the  capacity 
of  the  building,  thus  enabling  us  to  accommodate  a  much  larger 
number  of  students,  and  that,  too,  without  crowding 'them.  The 
dining  room  has  been  considerably  enlarged  and  can  now  easily 
accommodate   500   boarders. 

Mrs.  Harris,  who  has  been  the  efficient  housekeeper  for  four 
years,  feeling  that  the  increased  duties  of  the  larger  dining 
room  would  be  too  heavy  for  her,  resigned  and  moved  to  Annis- 
ton.  She  is  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Rena  Cooke,  of  Uniontown. 
Mrs.  Cooke  has  had  a  wide  experience  in  this  line  of  work, 
and  those  who  know  her  are  confident  that  the  pupils  will  be 
well   cared    for   in  the   culinary   department. 

The  new  power  house  and  laundry  have  been  erected  below 
the  hill  to  the  rear  of  the  Dormitory.  These  structures  are 
models  of  their  kind,  and  are  probably  the  best  that  can  be  found 
in  this  State.  In  the  power  house  the  latest  and  best  machinery 
is  being  installed.  It  has  been  a  strenuous  task  to  complete 
the  work  during  the  summer,  but  it  will  all  be  in  good  running 
order  by  the  opening  of  school. 
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FIRE  ESCAPES. 

The  buildings,  being  lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by 
steam,  there  is  but  little  danger  from  'fire.  However,  every 
precaution  has  been  taken  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  pupils 
in  case  a  fire  should  occur.  There  are  fifteen  exits  with  large 
double  doors  swinging  outward,  each  door  supplied  with  auto- 
matic spring  lock  devices,  causing  the  doors  to  spring  open  with 
the  slightest  pressure  from  the  inside.  In  the  middle  of  each 
of  the  three  wings  is  a  wide  stairway  easily  reached  by  pupils 
from  any  part  of  the  building.  At  each  end  of  the  east  and 
west  wings  are  stairways  accessible  to  pupils  in  those  divisions. 
On  the  outside  of  the  front  ends  of  the  three  wings  are  sev- 
eral fire  escapes  very  conveniently  arranged.  At  the  rear  ends 
of  the  east  and  west  wings  are  placed  the  well  known  "Kirker- 
Bender"  cylindrical  fire-escapes.  These  are  undoubtedly  the 
best  fire-escapes  that  have  ever  been  made.  The  building  can 
be  emptied  of  all  of  its  occupants  in  five  minutes,  every  individ- 
ual having  the  choice  of  at  least  four  ways  of  escaping.  There 
is  perhaps  no  school  building  in  which  the  health,  comfort  and 
safety  of  pupils  have  been  more  carefully  guarded  than  in  this 
one.

SPECIAL  STUDENTS. 

For  young  women  above  the  age  of  18  who  wish  to  specialize 
in  technical  studies  and  are  not  fully  prepared  for  the  Fresh- 
man class,  a  special  course  in  English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  His- 
tory and  such  other  subjects  as  are  needed  for  preparation  for 
their  technical  work,  will  be  provided.      (See  catalog.) 

Special  sections  in  the  Inrlustrial  Department  will  be  organ- 
ized for  these  students.  This  arrangement  offers  unusual  op- 
portunities to  young  women  who  wish  to  become  proficient  in 
some  of  the  industrial  arts  and  sciences  in  a  limited  time  at  a 
reasonable  cost. 

Young  women  who  have  completed  the  High  School  course 
in  this,  or  other  institutions  of  equal  rank,  may  enter  the  Tech- 
nical or  Industrial  Departments,  and  devote  all  of  their  time  and 
attention  to  these  subjects,  and  on  completion  of  any  course 
will  be  given  a  diploma.
